A receut report of the bureau of eth­ 
nology of the Smithsonian institution 
contains descriptions of some Indian 
games of chance and throws some light 
on one of the most pronounced traits of 
Indian character— the love of play. The 
negro who shoots craps and whose whole 
soul is expressed in the formula “ Come 
sebeu” or “ Come eleben’’ is dominated 
by the same impulses which cause a 
Chinaman to spend his last coin iu an 
attempt to solve the mysteries of fautan 
and which make enjoyable to the Mexi­ 
can the many hours he spends risking 
his little all on a turn of the cards in 
his favorite game of monte. To greater 
extent than any of them the Indian is a 
natural gambler— that is, he craves the 
excitement of play without knowing 
that he does. 
There is no doubt that many of the 
games of chance now prevalent among 
various peoples, civilized as well as sav­ 
age, were in their original form sacred 
or semireligious rites, performed for the 
purpose of foretelling the future. 
The Indians have many games of 
chance, both aboriginal aud imported, 
aud as among them no odium attaches 
to the practice of gambling opportuni­ 
ties for play are limited only by ability 
to acquire some kind of valuable proper­ 
ty to play for. Among the northwestern 
tribe s the game most popular is played 
with plain stones or some equivalent 
used in the nianm r of dice. 
The other 
paraphernalia consists of a wooden bowl 
and 40 counters, made of twigs, half of 
them colored r d and the others black. 
The dice sometimes consist of pieces of 
deer horn instead o f plum stones. These 
are three-fourths of an inch in diameter, 
one-third of an inch thick in the mid­ 
dle, but thinner at the edges, and eight 
in number. 
When the game is about to begin, the 
players seat themselves on the ground 
with the counters aud the bowl contain­ 
ing the dire between them. The dice as 
well as the counters are colored or oth­ 
erwise divided into two classes. 
The 
first player begins a chant, 
during 
which bets are made. 
At a certain mo­ 
ment in the song deemed by the player 
especially 
propitious he strikes the 
bowl a sharp blow with his hand and 
the dice fly up. 
As they settle the re­ 
sult is watched with the keenest inter­ 
est. 
The value of the throws is as fol­ 
lows: Pour red and four white, a draw; 
five red ami three w hir3 counts 1, six 
red aud two white counts 4, seven red 
and one white 2 0, eight red and no 
white 40. 
The player takes from tho 
ground a number of counters propor­ 
tionate to the value of his throw, and 
the bowl is struck by the players alter­ 
nately until one of them has won all 
the counters. 
Another game of aboriginal origin 
and still very jsipular among the In ­ 
dians is a kind of native thimble rig, or 
“ now you see it and now you don’t.” 
A number of persons participate, and 
one of them acts as musician, for the 
game is always accompanied by a song 
or chant. 
This is commonly known as 
the moccasin game, and among some 
tribes is played with four bullets or 
other hard substances— 01 1 0 of which is 
marked to distinguish it from the oth­ 
ers— and four moccasins. 
Among other 
tribes— the Navajoes of Arizona, for ex­ 
ample— the moccasins are used with only 
one object, usually a knife, and the 
game is there known as knife game. 
The players art* paired off by couples 
and take their places at each of the four 
corners of a blanket spread upon the 
ground. 
The winner of the toss leads 
and lays the moccasins on the blanket 
upside down about six inches apart and 
with the toes all pointing from him. 
W ith his left hand he lifts each moc­ 
casin in succession and places a bullet 
or the knife under it, making many pre­ 
tenses of changing the bullets or remov­ 
ing the knife from one moccasin to an­ 
other in order to deceive his opponents. 
The latter watch eagerly for some false 
move or clew which w ill indicate the 
whereabouts of the kuifeor marked bul­ 
let. During this byplay, which is often 
quite lengthy, the musician keeps up a 
continuous drumming as an accompani­ 
ment to hi* song, and iu the latter all 
join, whether spectators or players. The 
ol e< . is to guess under which moccasin 
the “ little joker” is bidden. 
When the marked bullet is hidden 
tu the satisfaction of the player, hecalis 
out “ H o!” in a high note, aud the chant 
drops to a murmur, while all conversa­ 
tion ceases. 
Every eye is fixed intently 
on the moccasins as the player of the 
opposing side takes a stick in his hand 
and raises it over the moccasins, first 
over one, then over another. The inter­ 
est becomes more and more intense as 
the play proceeds, w hile the song rises 
and falls as the excitement waxes and 
wanes, until finally a player places the 
stick under one of the moccasins and 
tosses it from the blanket. 
The winner 
takes the moccasins and marked object, 
the former holder takes his turn at 
guessing and the play proceeds a.i be­ 
fore. 
The Navajo ha.- a murh better chance 
for his money, through the reversal in 
position of the players, than the average 
fakir who works the “ three shells” on 
rural visitors is disposed to allow* his 
victims. 
It is difficult to lose a large 
amount in the Indian game, although it 
is often prolonged throughout the night, 
nothing could be more picturesque 
such a game iu its native setting, 
bw York Commercial Advertiser.

The pioneer school for girls in China 
has been started. 
The Shanghai papers 
of the 24th of December contain the 
plan of organization and a curious lot 
of regulations which have been framed 
for the government of this, the first in ­ 
stitution for the education of women 
founded and managed by natives. It is, 
of course, dedicated to Confucius, ami a 
tablet to his honor w ill be erected in the 
schoi 1 for tin* girls to worship. 
At the beginning only 40 girls, ba- 
ween the ages of 8 and 15, from the 
upper classes, are to be received, but if 
the experiment is a success the number 
w ill be enlarged as fast as circumstances 
w ill justify. There are to be two teach­ 
ers— Miss An Ngae Teh and Miss Chib 
Mei Yu, both of whom have been edu­ 
cated in the United States. 
A ooard of 
12 lady (Chinese) managers, or trustees, 
is to be elected by the votes of those 
who contribute to the maintenance of 
tin* school, and an advisory hoard of J 2 
gentlemen, but neither the latter nor 
any other men shall ever be admitted to 
the school. If they w ish to consult with 
the teachers, they must arrange to meet 
them elsewhere. 
Tho tuition is $ I a 
month, with 
1 2j„ cents per mouth as 
tees to the servants, this including 
sleeping apartments, 
but meals 
for 
boarders are extra.

A receut report of the b un au of eth- 
nology of the SinithscDiau iustitution 
contains descriptions of some Indian 
games of chance and throws some light 
on one of the most pronounced traits of 
Indian character— the love of play. The 
negnj who shoots craps and whose whole 
soul is expressed in the formula “ Clome 
seb eu” or “ Oome eleb en” is dominated 
b y the same impulses which cause a 
Chinaman to spend his last coin in an 
attem pt to solve the mysteries of fautau 
and which make enjoyab le to the Mexi­ 
can the many hours he spends ri.skiug 
hi.s little all on a turn of the card.s in 
his favorite game of monte. To greater 
extent than any of them the Indian is a 
natural gamb ler— that is, he craves the 
excitement of play without knowing 
that he does. 
There is no doub t that many of the 
games of chance now' prevalent among 
various peoples, civilized as well as sav­ 
age, w’ero in their original form sacred 
or semireligion.s rites, performed for the 
purpose of foretelling the future. 
The Indians have many games of, 
chance, b oth ajjnriginal and imported, 
and as among tliem no odium attaches 
to the practice of gamb ling opportuni­ 
ties for play are limitiMl only b y ab ility 
to acciuire some kind of valuab le proper­ 
ty to play for. Among the northwe.stern 
trib e.1 tlie game most pt)pular is plave<l 
Mith plain stone.s or some e<iuivalent 
used in the m anntr of dice. 
The (itb ( r 
para])liernalia consists of a wooden b owl 
and 40 counters, made of twigs, half of 
them colored r"d and the others b lack. 
The d ic e .sonietinics consist of pieces of 
deer liorn instead of plum stones. These 
are thret'-fourtlis of an inch in diameter, 
one-tiiird of an inch thick in tiio m id­ 
dle, hut thinner at tlie eliges, and eiglit 
in nnnib er, 
Wlien the game i.s ab out to b egin, the 
players seat themselves en the ground 
with the countersand the howl contain­ 
ing the diiie b etween tht in. The dice as 
well as ttie counters are eoloreti or oth­ 
erwise divided into two cla.ssus.

during

propitious he i-trikes the 
howl a sharp b low with hii hand and 
the dice fly up.

est.
